| am writing you to ask you for support materials and proposals for a 
video installation to be considered for inclusion in an exhibition at the 
Art Institute of Chicago in June and July. 


Briefly, here is the background to my request. The Society of Contem- 
porary Art, an association of about 200 members, will sponsor an exhibition 
this summer to be organized by James Speyer, curator of twentieth century 
art at the Art Institute. 


From that exhibition, the Art Institute's curatorial staff will select 
works for purchase for the museum's permanent collection--funds for 
the purchase are provided by the Society of Contemporary Art. 


One of our board members has encouraged the inclusion of a video work 
in the exhibition. In fact, as a result of his efforts, it has been 
established that at least one video piece will be purchased in addition 
to the other selections. 


The Art Institute's staff asked for our assistance in researching the 
video aspects of the preparations for this exhibition. 


We have recommended six artists for their consideration: you are among 
this select list. 


Now they have asked that we contact you to request that you send us 
proposals (along with estimated budgets) for video installation works. 
We would be interested in video tapes of your work, documentation of 
the proposed installation if it has been exhibited elsewhere--or, if it 

is a new work, any elaboration or description of your proposal possible. 
A vita would also be helpful. 


Naturally, the Art Institute's staff will make the final decision about 

the artists to be invited to participate in this exhibition. We are en- 
deavoring to facilitate the inclusion of a video work in this exhibit by 
assembling the support materials. If you are interested, | would appre- 
ciate hearing from you at your earliest opportunity. 
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i will telephone you in the next week to discuss this with you. 
| urge you to submit a proposal and support materials for this exhibition.
